Tested for Vitality 


Owing to the fact that climatic 
conditions have again been unfavor- 
able in certain districts to the satis- 
factory maturity of seed grain, we 
wish to draw the attention of every 
farmer to the advisability of having 
his seed tested for germination. 

Oats are particularly subject to 
injury by frost, and in certain stag- 
es of their gowth‘are rendered worth- 
less for seed purposes even though 
they may look perfectly plump and 
sound outwardly, Others again, 
undoubtedly frozen, are not seriously 
affected in vitality. As a germina- 
tion test is the only sure indication 


of the grain’s condition in such cas- 
es, we would strongly advise having 
all doubtful oats tested. 

Flax is also subject to injury by 
frost’ as well as moisture, and its 
vitality may be considerably lowered 
by these factors. Barley is affected 
likewise and often shows a bow per- 
centage of growth when cut after 
frost. Wheat, on the other hand, is 
much less liable to injury and will 
usually germinate readily even when 
frozen quice severely. Tt may, how- 
ever, be rendered unlit for seed by 
frost or through excessive moisture. 

Timothy cut after frost should be 
tested. as it is often greatly reduced 
in vitality. We would also suggest 
having tested any other cereal or 
fodder seeds that may be suspected 
of not being up to the full standard 
of germination. 

In sending samples to be_ tested 
the following points should be re- 
membered. 

1. All samplee are tested free of 
charge. 

2. Seed hags suitahle for sending 
samples may he had on application 
to the Dominion Seed Laboratory, 
Caleary, Alta. 

3. About half such a bagfull (1000 
grains) is ample for a germination 
test. 

4. Tf possible sample should be 
cleaned before sending. 

5. Postage should be prepaid at 
the rate of 2 cents for 4 ounces and 
1 cent for each additional 4 ounces. 

6. Tt is unnecessary to enclose 
stamps for a reply. 

7. The usual time necessary for a 
test is 10 days, but when a retest is 
made a longer period is required. 

& All samples should be plainly 
marked with the nime and address 
of sender, together with an_ identifi- 
cation designation when more than 
one is sent. 

9. All samples should be sent to 
the Dominion Seed Laboratory, Cal- 
gary, Alta., not to any individual 
member of the staff, 

In addition to the above, this de- 
partment, when required, tests any 
kind of cereal or fodder seeds for 
purity from noxious weeds. Samples 
sent in for such purposes should con- 
tain not less than one pound of the 
larger grains and two ounces of 
flax, grasses and clovers.

Then there is the joy of 
the meeting, father, mother, sister 
and brother, as the case may be;

AGAIN IN FEBRUARY. 


The position taken by Mr. Borden 
and his followers on January 12 was 
emphasized on February 3, again on 
April 20, and yet again on Novem- 
ber 21 in the same year. On Feb- 
ruary 3rd Mr. Borden said that ‘'to 
attempt to force a permanent policy 
of this kind upon the people of this 
country without giving them an op- 
portunity of saying yea or nay with 
rerard to it, would be one of the 
worst mistakes that could be made 
by any man who really favored that 
poliey.””. Further on, ‘‘What the peo- 
ple of this country want, as far as 
wny man can judge who has observed 
the currents of public opinion, what 
the people of this country desire, is 
immediate and effective aid to the 
empire, and to have any propusals of 
a” permanent character very carefully 
considered and matured, as they 
ought to be cunsidered and matured, 
before any such policy is embarked 
upon, because there are a great many 
considerations that must be taken 
into aceount.’’ Mr. Borden express- 
ed confidence in the willingness of 
Canadians of French descent to join 
with the Mnglish-speaking citizens. 
“Thus,” he said, “let our aid be 
prompt and generous, so that it may 
bring to the motherland the assur- 
ance not only of material support 
but of a courage, a faith and a de- 
termination which shall proclaim 
alike to friend and foe that whether 
in peace or war the empire is one 
and undivided.”” It will be reealled 
that when Mr. Borden concluded with 
an amendment calling for a contri- 
bution suflicient’ for the purchase o!

On April 20 Mr. Borden again de- 
clared that “T regard the subject. of 
permanent co-operation by Canada in 
the naval defence of the Empire as 
one that should properly be submit- 
ted to the people of this coumry 
before any plan of permanent co- 
Operation is entered upon by Cana- 
da.’ In the same speech he said, 
“We stand as we have always stood 
in that respect on two considera- 
tions: First, that the emergent con- 
ditions of the empire do demand im 
mediate and effective aid, and in the 
second place that before a basis of 
Permanent co-operation in the naval 
defence of the empire is entered up- 
on, the people of this country have a 
right to be consulted and to” give 
th-ir mandate.’ Coneluding, he re- 
peated that ‘‘the true solution, the 
wise solution, of the great) problem 
that is before the people of Canada 
to-day would be. in the first place, 
to bring immediate and effective aid 
in the manner T have already indi-

Water Transportation 


Moving the Wheat East. 


Measures Taken for Safety of Ves- 
sels Bringing Grain Down From the 
Head of the Lakes. 


Everything possible is being done 
by the government to prevent a 
grain blockade this season, and the 
present outlook is that for the first 
time for years the wheat of the 
western farmers will be marketed 
without a serious congestion. Navi- 
gation will be kept open until the 
latest possible period. and Hon. J. 
DD. Hazen has given orders to the 
Marine and Fisheries Department to 
put its whole equipment at work in 
assisting shippers in transporting 
wheat from fhe head of the lakes 
eastward. 


WILLING TO HELP. 

A conference was held _ recently 
with representatives of the shipping 
interests on the Great Lakes, and 
they showed a willingness to co- 
operate with the Government and the 
Minister in preparing to do every- 
ching possible to make navigation 
safe after the time when ordinary 
Water navigation usually ceases. 


ICE BREAKERS AT WORK. 

Arrangements have already been 
made in regard to lights, buoys, etc. 
A contract has also been made with 
the Great Lakes Dredging Co. of 
Port Arthur to have ice-breakers 
keep the harbors as long as possible. 
Negotiations are also proceeding be- 
tween the government, shipping men 
and insurance men for favorable rat- 
es for the prolonged season of navi- 
gation.

The milk 
must be kept at a low temperature 
to be wholesome. Cream must be kept 
cool. To do this. ice or very cold 
water is necessary. Butter or cheese 
--In fact, all dairy produects--must be 
kept away from the heat. “Keep cool” 
is always seasonable in dairy work.
